2. A NUMBER OF FONMINS ARRIVED ON NOV 13 AND SEVERAL OF THEM 
MADE STATEMENTS AT THE AIRPORT. THE FONMIN OF MEXICO EMILIO 
RABASA SAID THAT THE LA'S HOPE THAT SEC KISSINGER WILL NOT BE 
INTERVENTIONIST, NEGLIGENT OR ABSENT WITH RESPECT TO THE PROBLEMS 
OF LA AS WERE SOME OF HIS PREDECESSORS. HE SAID THAT KISSINGER 
SEEMS TO HAVE THE NECESSARY COURAGE AND DECISIVENESS TO FACE UP 
TO ALL PROBLEMS AND ADDED THAT LA WANTS TO RECEIVE ATTENTION 
FROM THE US BUT IN AN ATMOSPHERE OF COOPERATION RATHER THAN 
SUBORDINATION, ESPECIALLY IN ECONOMIC MATTERS. RABASA WENT ON TO 
SAY "I HOPE WE DO NOT WASTE OUR TIME IN EMPTY, LYRICAL SPEECHES 

OR DISCUSSIONS THAT LEAD NOWHERE. I AM HOPEFUL THAT WE WILL 
OBTAIN PRACTICAL RESULTS AND THAT WE CAN PRESENT TO THE US A PLAN 
BY AND FOR LA." HE SAID THAT AT THE CONFERENCE MEXICO WOULD 
PRESENT THREE MAJOR POINTS: A) ABSOLUTE SUPPORT FOR PANAMA WITH 
RESPECT TO SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE CANAL. THIS IS A COMMON CAUSE 
OF THE AMERICAS EVEN THOUGH THE PROBLEM MUST BE RESOLVED BI- 
LATERALLY WITH THE US. B) THE ACTIVITIES AND BEHAVIOR OF MULTI- 
NATIONAL ENTERPRISES. C) TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY. RABASA SAID 
MEXICO BELIEVES THERE SHOULD BE A SPECIAL HEMISPHERIC CODE 
GOVERNING MULTINATIONAL INVESTMENTS. HE WENT ON TO SAY THAT LA 
WANTS USEFUL TECHNOLOGY AT A REASONABLE COST. 

3. THE PERUVIAN FONMIN MIGUEL ANGEL DE LA FLOR, SAID ON HIS 
ARRIVAL THAT HE BELIEVES THE CONFERENCE WILL BE CONSTRUCTIVE, 
POSITIVE AND VERY IMPORTANT. HE ADDED THAT PERU IS PRESENT AT THE 
CONFERENCE BECAUSE IT VIEWS INTER AMERICAN RELATIONS ON TWO 
LEVELS: ONE IN WHICH ONLY THE LA'S PARTICIPATE AND THE OTHER 

A DIALOGUE WITH THE US. HE SAID THAT PERU HAD PRESENTED TO THE 
PREP MTG A PROPOSAL FOR A MECHANISM OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL SECURITY 
IN ORDER TO AVOID FINANCIAL AND ECONOMIC AGGRESSION, TO REGULATE 
PRICES IN FOREIGN MARKETS, REGULATE THE EXPLOITATION OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND MAKE PROVISIONS FOR ASSISTANCE TO NATIONS FACED 
WITH ECONOMIC CATASTROPHE. ECONOMIC AGGRESSION, HE SAID, 

APPEARS IN MANY FORMS: AMENDMENTS TO LEGISLATION, COERCION, 

AND PARALIZATION OF CREDIT. IT IS FOR THESE REASONS THAT PERU 
BELIEVES THERE MUST EXIST SOME MEANS OF PROVIDING ECONOMIC AND
